FTER mulling over their tables, statisticians have 
declared that men and women do their best work 
between the ages of 35 and 50. Knocking their theory 
into the proverbial cocked hat is a group of “young­ 
sters”—average age 75—who have just exhibited

Sponsored by the Welfare Council, the presentation 
featured the creations of 350 persons. The oldest ex­ 
hibitor, who had passed his 90th birthday, made up 
scrapbooks of unusual pictures and Christmas cards 
for the children’s wards in hospitals.

Their animated conversation was a far cry from the 
usual talk of the old. Through their handicraft they’ve 
regained a youthful outlook on life.

ting any flaw's that may be present It took him six years to attain perfection. 


M O LD IN G A N D PAINTING clay figurines immeasurably helped Mrs. Corine 
Jaediker, 65, to recuperate from a serious illness five years ago. The simplicity 
and beauty of her untutored work won a blue ribbon for her ab the Hobby Show 
for oldsters In addition to her sculpturing, she makes clothes forjherself and 
three-year-old grandchild When she starts a figure, she keeps at it until finished. 


REFLECTED in the m irrors which he uses to garnish bottles, cigarette boxes, and 
other articles is 66-year-old Max Moses He left his native Russia at the age of six 
to come to the U.S. He w'orked as a salesman until he retired at fifty, but eventually 
went back to a job as a doorman Bespectacled Moses picked up his hobby six 
years ago and enjoyed it so much he’s covered all his furniture with tiny mirrors. 


CROCHETING FLOWERS in their natural colors is the hobby, pursued by Mrs. Anna 
Benedict, 65, who once played a piano in a theatre during the days of silent movies.

equal.’ I took this remark to ex­ 
plain my being out of the infield," 
Mr. Farley enumerated the five 
events leading up to his resigna­ 
tion from the cabinet and national 
com mittee In August, 1940, as fol­ 
lows: 
►After Mr. Farley shared In a 
big ovation given Mr. Roosevelt on 
Oct. I*. 1936, In Chicago, Marvin 
H. McIntyre, the President's sec­ 
retary. told 
Mr. 
Farley the next 
day “they thought it 
best” 
that 
thereafter Mr. Farley should not 
appear on the game platform with 
the President “because of the Tam ­ 
many situation”. 
“I 
bristled 
with 
Indignation,” 
Mr. Farley said. "I knew my pres- 
ence would not have been resented 
by anyone excep t those disturbed 
by 
the 
widespread 
friendships 
I 
had gained. At that tim e there was 
no Tammany situation, and lf there 
had 
been one, I could 
not have 
been involved In It." 
►A few weeks later, Basil O'Con­ 
nor, 
Mr. 
Roosevelt's 
former law 
partner and now chairman of th# 
Red Cross, reported to Mr, Farley 
that the 
President 
thought 
Mr. 
Farley “ was 
nursing 
presidential 
aspirations for DMO”. 
“This simply was not true at the 
time,” Mr. Farley said. 
“ Yet I of­ 
ten have wondered 
whether this 
uneasy suspicion colored my sub­ 
sequent relatlohs with the White 
House,” 
►Charles Mlchelson, then publi­ 
city director of the Democratic n a ­ 
tional com mittee, had to urge the 
President to write a letter of ap­ 
preciation to Mr. Farley for hts 
work In the 1936 campaign.

of a testimonial dinner 
to Mr. Farley. 
"There was no mention (In the

1937— th a t Mr. R oosevelt first men 
tioned he did not plan to run again, 
Mr. F arley w rote, adding:
